The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
voluminous prior art of record, cited by applicant, is believed to be closest prior art and 
fails to teach or suggest the bed adjusting devices of the claims. 

Mr. Overberger is correct in pointing out that he only stated that no PCT form 408 
was available to him at the time of our interview on 5/30/08, and it was me, not him, who 
stated that the claims in European Patent No. 1 523 257, allowed over the same prior 
art that is of record, are seen as substantially identical to the pending claims.
